A Catalogue of all Philatelic Articles which 
have been Published. 


For some time past, the subject of the compilation of a catulogne 
containing all the articles on Philately which have ever appeared 
in auy Philatelie publication at present or heretofore issued has 
heen under consideration, It was suggested hy Herr Charles Diena, 
in an article contributed to the Pailatelic Record. beth in this cowu- 
Since che publication of the article the subject has been discussed 
try and in Europe, and methods and systems lave been suggested, 

Indeed the compilation of such a work as itis proposed would 
not he by any meaus au easy task, but would necessitate the co- 
operation of a large number of philatelists in various parts of the 
world. each of whom should be well nequainted with the philatelie 
literature of his particular section. ‘The plan which I incline to is 
that Mr. Diena. being the originator, should oversee the entire 
work, aud that all the Philatelic societies of the world co-operate 
and each society investigate the literature of its particular state, 
seetion or ucighhorhood, that all of the members be requested to 
take part in such au investigation and that the members of each 
society report tu a committee of their society, who will prepare the 
list of articles andsubmit them to Mr. Viena. Mr. Diewa wpon re- 
ceiving all the lists could then proceed srith a corps of assistants on 
the compilation of the catalogue. 
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The plans in which the catalogue may be arranged, are many, 
but I think the following wonid be as gond as any, the catalogue 
being divided into four parts : 

First Part:—Should contain all the Dames of the articles 
arranged alphabetically, the full name of the article, the full name 
of the anthor, the full uame of the publication, the volume and is- 
sué numbers, the number of page and the date of issue of publica- 
tion containing the article, 

Secono Part :—Should consist of the various topics on which 
one or more Philatelic articles haye been written, arranged alpha- 
betieally, and under cach topic the name of the articles, author and 
publication as described in the “First Part,” 

Turrp Part:—Should consist of the full names of al] phila- 
telic writers, arranged alphabetically, and under each name the full 
titles of whatever artieles he has contributed to philatelic publica- 
tions, the names, volume, issnc, and page numbers of the publica- 
tion. 

Fount Part:—Should contain the full names of all the 
Philatelic Publications of the world. alphabeticaliy arranged, and 
under the naine of cach publication the full tide of each and every 
philatelic article contained therein, alphabetically a:ranged with the 
uame of the author, volume, issue and page number and date. 

The compilation of such a work would certainly take a great 
deal of time, but nevertheless would be one of the most useful and 
valuable works ever published in the interest of philately,
